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A DeKalb County JTurr Decide That 
tbe nautnee 
River Bridgr« 
Sbail Be Repaired. 


This morning at 9 o'clock the DeEalb 
county jury, which has been trying 
questions of fact in the now celebrated 
Maumee river bridge case, brought in 
its verdict. 
The jury finds that the old, 
decayed, dangerously burned, narrow 
and unsightly structure which now 
spans the river shall be repaired, and 
the old eye-sore maintained for ten or 
fifteen years longer. 


The verdict is an erroneous one, and 
shows the utter absurdity of submitting 
a question of this kind to a jury from 
an outside county, which, not only 
knew little or nothing of the condition 
of the old structure, but knew less still 
of the needs of a city of 45,000 inhabi 
tants, and a populous countiy district, 
which this proposed new bridge was in- 
tended to accommodate. 


The property holders on Main street, 
outside of a half dozen men, will be as 
badly disgusted with the findings of the 
jury as will all the other people of the 
city and county. 
The verdict is a vic- 
tory to nobody and wiU probably not 
stand. 
We are informed that the real 
decision in the case rests with Judge 
Powers and that he m^y, if he desires, 
set aside the advisory findings of the 
jury. 


It is safe to say that most of 
our 
citizens 
virill 
oppose 
to 
the end, any attempt 
to keep 
the old bridge in place, except for the 
short time that may be required to con- 
struct a new one. 
People who cross it 
now feel they do so at their peril, and 
its utter insufficiency for the needs of 
the city has long enough prevented the 
growth of the town in that direction. 


The arguments were opened by Wal- 
pole G. Colerick yesterday for Main 
street followed by J. M. Barrett for Col- 
umbia street. Judge McClellan for Main 
street and S. R. Alden for the county.

D e a r Sir:—Your lettef- of inquiry 
abouc Salt Lake City was duly received. 
Everything now indicates 
that the

But even if 
they do not, they are so near having a 
majority that it is a desirable city to 
live in. I have lived here something 
over twelve years and would rather live 
here than any other city of the same 
size (35,000) that I known of. I've 
never found a climate anywhere else 
that I liked half as welj. 


In ten years from now I think Salt 
Lake City will be what Omaha and 
Denver are to-day—a city of over 100,- 
000 people. 


The Union Pacific railroad has just 
consolidated all its branches west of 
Cheyenne and will hereafter have its 
general western headquarters in this 
city. 
This means eventually immense 
shops and a great union depot, especially 
since three or four other great trunk 
lines are heading here as fast as -they 
£an be built.

GEN. 
A. r. CHETLAIK. trict, raiscW 
a full 
regiment of freedmeîi, they being the 
first 
colored troops put in service north of New 
Orleans. 


In December, 1863, General Chetlain was 
commissioned a Brigadier General and or- 
dered to report to General Grant, at Nash- 
ville, for assii 
..it to duty. 
Eepairing to 
•Nashville, he was informed by 
General 
Grant that he had a large and important 
work to be done in Tennessee and •Western 
Kentucky, in the way of raising colored 
troops, which h« wished him to superin- 
tend, as he believed him well qualified for 
;the task of enlisting and organizing the 
•freedmen into an available and efficient body 
of soldiers. 


It may be stated that Generals Grant and 
Chetiain were well acquainted, they both 
having lived at Galena prior to tlie war. 
and. together with General Rawlins and 
others Avho afterward won fame in 
the 
army, raised the first company of volun- 
teers sent to the war from that region, and 
which General Chetlain had the honor of 
commanding. General Grant, to whom tiie 
honor was first tendered, having declined. 


General Chetlain was informed by Gen- 
eral Grant that the policy of putting col- 
ored troops in the service was not popular 
among army officers, and if he did not feel 
like assuming the responsibility 
of 
the 
work, he aid not want him to take hold of 
it; that it was a task lie felt a delicacy in 
ordering him to. 


Being assured by General Chetlain that 
he was there to obey orders, and that he 
need feel no delicacy in assigning him. to 
any required duty. General Grant contin- 
ued that he believed he (Chetlain) could 
make a success of the work, and if he did, 
it would be greatly to his credit; that he 
believed the black-men of the South would 
make good solaiers if properly handled; 
that they would naturally lean on their 
officers much more than the white man; 
and. if given good officers, there would be 
little difficulty in transforming t h e m into 
soldiers, in a reasonable length of time, 
that would be a credit to the army of the 
Union. 


How well Gen. . Grant had 
gauged the 
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quality of the freedmen 
and 
the man he 
chose to organize them into an armj', is a 
matter of history. 


Other officers, hieh 
in rank, 
did 
not 
agree with Grant on this question, being 
free in asserting their belief t h a t "Sambo" 
could not be transformed into a soldier un- 
der from one to two years' 
drilling, and 
even then he would be of doubtful quality. 
But Gen. Chetlain's belief in the capacity 
of the negro concided with that of Grant's, 
and he at once entered heartily upon the 
work of recruiting. 
At the end ot'll eight 
months he had in his command sevfenteen 
full regiments of Infantry, two regiments of 
heavy, and two companies of light artillery. 
These and all subsequentjcoiored troops 
were officered by ^j-hite men from the Union 
army, chosen by examining boards, com- 
posed 
usually 
of 
seven array officers, 
before whom candidates had 
to 
nresent 
themselves properly vouched for as to good 
moral character 
and soldigrly 
qualities. 
After a rierid examination, the board would 
give them such rank as their merits de- 
served. 


Under this merit system it 
frequently 
happened that a private from the 
ranks 
would receive a commission as Captain or 
Major, while sqme Lieutenant, who owed 
his present position to a political pull, was 
rejected. 
Hence the colored troops were, 
as a rule, better officered than the majoritv 
of white volunteers, and any Union veteran 
WHO was an officer of colored troops during 
t h e war may justly fdel proud of the fact, 
for it is proof 
positive that he possessed 
merit as a soldier, and did not ^ 
any way 
owe his position to favoritism. 


I n June, 1864. central and eastern 
Ken- 
tucky was added to General Chetlain's field 
of operations, with headquarters at Louis- 
ville. 
Great opposition at once sprung up 
in Kentucky against the Government's put- 
ting the blacks of that State in the 
army. 
The people of tne State considered it an 
unwarrantable proceeding on the^ part, of 
the 
Government and a flagrant disregard 
of States' rights, so dear to their 
hearts. 
As Kentucky, beincr neutral ground, was 
not directly included in the 
emancipation 
proclamation, the people looked upon the 
enlistijaent of their slaves as a violation of 
rights not to be endured. 
So bitter 
was 
the feeling against 
the 
movement 
and 
those engaged in it, that it was 
reported 
the Knights of the Golden Circle had under 
contemplation the assassination of General 
Chetlain. 


A large delegation cf prominent Kentuck- 
ians hastened to Washington, and, with the 
members 
of 
Congress 
from that 
State, 
waited upon. 01', rather, rushed upon. Pres- 
ident Lincoln with such an array of ap- 
peals. protests and pleadings as to induce 
aim to rescind the order for enlisting col- 
jred troops in their domain. 


General Chetlain thereupon returned to 
iis former post, at Memphis, and 
contin- 
led operations in Tennessee and Western 
Eeiy^ucky. 
, Wherever the colored troops were tested 
'-9tt:b«ttle they were found to be at least up 


the average as to effieiency and bravery. 
Utd, in 
not a tew 
instances, 
proved

command oi CoL T. J. Vorffan. whoioi 
several years after the war wa9 a professoi 
in fhe Baptist Theological Seminary a1 
Morgan Park, near CiUcago, held the Ex- 
treme left of the Union lines, forming a 
part of 6e:neral Steedman's command, and 
had the honor of chwging the enemy's 
earthworks and capturing them, with 
several pieces of artillery, meeting with 
great loss to themselves in killed aini 
wounded. 


In this charge one regiment lost no lese 
than four color bearers; one after^anothei 
of the color guard gallantly snatched up the 
flag when his ^predecessor fell, the fourth 
man fallibg mortally woundea as he planted 
the colors on theienemy's works. After this'-' 
feat Gen. Steedman. who had been skep- 
tical as to the fighting qualities of the black 
men. was free to confess that he regarded 
them as brave and efBlcent in batjile as the 
average white troops. 
, 


It will be remembered that the. Colored 
regiment raised in Illinois in 1863 and com- 
manded by Colonel Bross did some gallant 
work at Petersburg when the mines were 
exploded, at which time Colonel B'ross was 
killed while gallantly leading the regiment. 


The negro soldier had one peculiarity, 
differing from his white brother in that he 
seldom, if ever, when routed by the enemy, 
threw away gun or knapsack in his retreat. 


In the retreat after the battle of Guntown, 
in the summer of 1864, when Forrest com- 
pletely routed the troops under General 
Sturgis. who retreated pell-mell in a sadly 
demoralized condition to Memphis, sixty 
miles away, the white soldiers threw away 
guns 
and 
knapsacks, while the 
darky 
invariably clung to his. 
In fact, not a 
few of 
them 
came 
into 
Memphis 
car- 
rying 
two 
guns 
each. 
One 
of 
these, 
when accosted by an officer as to how he 
came by two guns;"answered, "Why. boss. I 
done foun' dis odder gun 'longside de road, 
an', seein' it's a good gun. tinks I's done 
bring it 'long, so it don't done gone an' be 
lost!" 


Wherever the colored troops were em- 
ployed in forts, where heavy artillery was 
used, guarding supply depots, and doing 
other duty along the coast of defenses, they 
were found to perform their duties most 
efficiently. 


In the autumn of 1864 General Lorenzo 
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Thomas reported that there were on the 
rolls and fit for duty 179.00'J colored troops 
in the service. 
This would make an ag- 
cregate in round numbers of 200,000 en- 
listed men, no mean army of itself, and of 
which the colored men of the United States 
may justly feel proud. 


General 
Chetlain was breveted 
Major 
General for his services in the raising of 
this army, and General Lorenzo Thomas, 
in his report to the 
War Department in 
1865, paid him a high compliment for the 
manner in which he had carried out his 
orders. 


Tame of Eggs as Food. 


Eggs are most invaluable food, for 
they contain all that is required for 
building up and maintaining the body. 
The white of an egg is almost jjui-e 
albumen and water, while the yelk, the 
richer part, consists of albumen with 
minute particles of oil in it, and small 
amount of salts. 
Albumen, which is 
5-4.3 carbon, 7.1 hydrogen, 15.8 nitro- 
gen, 21.0 oxygen and 1.8 sulphur, ex- 
ists in the blood in the jaroportion ol 
seveilty-five 
parts 
to 1,000, in les^i 
quantities in the lymph 
and 
chyle, 
juices formed in the process of digestion, 
and in trifling amounts in other juices 
of the body. 
To supply this albumen 
in the body it is necessary to use ali- 
ments that contain it. 
That group oi 
foods, of which eggs are the foremost 
are called albuminoids. 
The charac- 
teristic common to all is that they con- 
tain nitrogen, an imjiortant element in 
the body. 
Eggs, which are easy oi 
digestion, both when raw and properly 
cooked, are never too costly a food p^r 
se. 
The pure 
nutriment in them is 
one-third of their entire bulk, while 
that in beef is only one-quarter, and 
tliat of oysters one-eighth their resi^ec- 
tive bulks. 
So that, with eggs 
at 
twenty-five cents a dozen, round steak 
at sixteen cents and mutton chops at 
twenty cents a pound, both food and 
money are saved by eating the eggs.

SCHWATKA IN MEXICO. 


PENIETBATING INTO T H E 
MOITNTAIN 
yWIU>S.

the world, writes Lieut. Schwatka, in the 
Chicago Inter 
Ocean. 


Camp 
—and on top ot the high 
Guiyochic. that we came to two graves of 
stone heaps, one on each side of the trail, 
both of them being surmounted by rough 
wooden crosses. 
I was told tliat these al- 
ways signified that the persons buried had 
met violent deaths, and that at that par- 
ticular place a man and wife were burled 
who had been killed by the Apaches a few 
years ago. 
These same.Apaches had pene- 
trated too lar into the Tarahumari land, 
and. after a disastrous encounter with the 
latter, were fleeing themselves from 
the 


plastered with mad or'jaeals, as they call 
them, hardly know what a bed means. 


Their dippers and cnps were calabash 
gourds and some made of horns, their dip- 
pers being tbe universal olla of this section 
of the country, while spoons, big enough to 
feed the mouth of the Mississippi, served 
them for eating purposes. 


Oyer-the tire the food was cooking in two 
different dishes. 
One had a substance that 
looked like a compound of mucilage and 
brick dust. 
The mademoniselle in charge 
would take up a^calabash gourd full, hold- 
ing a pint or two, and. although the gourd 
was held mouth up all the time, before it 
was three feet abeve the pot it was com- 
pletely emptied, so tenacious and 
stringy 
was the substance, like the w^hite of a soft- 
boiled egg. 
This was repeated every five 
or ten seconds, evidently to keep it from 
burning. 
It was made from the soft, pulpy 
leaves or stalks of the nopal cactus, and is 
about as palatable to a white man as gruel 
and sawdust would be. 
The other pot con- 
tained some mixture of corn, beans, and 
probably one or two other more savage in- 
gredients. a sort of Sierre Madre succotash, 
as it were. 


The 
civilized Tarahumaris 
are 
quite 
cleanly for savages, noticeably more 
so 
than the lower order of Mexicans, and yet 
there was plenty of room, great 
unswept 
back counties of it, for improvement in this 
characteristic. 


We left the very interesting little village 
of Naqueachic at 3:15 p. m., after our lunoh. 
and at once started over a high range or 
crest some two thousand 
feet above oui 
level, and from the crest of which we could 
see far down in the beautiful vaJlcy one 01 
the largest and most important Tarahumari 
villages in the Sierra Madres, the town of 
Sisoguichic. 
I would have liked very much 
to have camped here for the night, as it was 
late enough when we passed through (4:3C 
in the afternoon), but there was no corn ioi 
the mules and no grass to feed upon within 
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other Indians when they met the defense- 
less Mexican and his wife and killed tnem, 
being the farthest west that white persons I 
had ever been killed by tüe Apache Indians 
in this part of Chihuahua. 
So far the only 
hostilities of the Tarahumaris have been 
in favor of Mexico, which they seem to have 
adoptea as their mother country as much 
as the Creeks, 
Seminóles, 
Choctaws, or 
Cnerokees have adopted the United States 
as theirs. 


The only other tribe of Indians in the 
Mexican State of Chihuahua are the Tepe- 
huanes, in the extreme southwestern 
por- 
tion of the State around Guadalupeg Caloo, 
and even extending over into 
Durango. 
They are about the equal of the 
civilized 
Tarahumaris, 
having 
no 
savage 
ones 
among them as in the latter tribe. 
The 
Tepehuanes are also quite aggressive; in 
fact, more than the Tarahumaris, if reports 
are to be believed. 
The only Indian tribes 
in Chihuahua, therefore, are the Apaches, 
Tarahumaris, and 
the 
Tepehuanes. 
The 
former are mostly under ground, but by far 
the most heard of in the United States on 
account of their extending 
across 
our 
boundary lino and their warlike 
aggres- 
sions of the past in both Mexico and our 
own country. 
The Tarahumaris, so seldom 
heard of. are the predominating native peo- 
ple of this rich but undeveloped State, while 
the 1 epehuanes, probably the most civil- 
ized as a whole, but never heard of in the 
United States, hold 
the extreme 
south- 
western part of the State. 
All of then] are 
peaceable, the Apaches 
by the 
General 
Sheridan method, while the others have 
naturally taken kindly to civilization like 
most sedentary Indians, 
or at least they 
never opposed it. 


We got away from Camp America early 
on the morning of May 2. at once ascending 
a very hijih hill, probably 1.50U to 1,G00 feet 
from crest to valley. 
Our course was still 
upward, however, even after that, but not 
by such a steep grade that the mule trail 
had to be made by "switch-backs" of twenty 
or thirty yards in length on the turns. 


At 11 o'clock We crossed the little moun- 
tain stream called Socina,huagachie by the i 


three 
or four miles of the town, so w€ 
passe-1 on. 


Th ! most important bni!dir;g in the plSee 
WHS the Catnolic Church, for these .civilized 
Tarahumari Indians were Christianized by 
the Jesuits a century or two before the firs'l 
Bible was seen 
o r heard of 
Avest oi 
tht 
Allegheny range in our own country. 
In 
fact, some of the 
cliff-dwellers and cav<?- 
abiding Indians have adopted Christianitv. 
it is said, although going no fiirther in tbeii 
efTorts to adopt the ways aij(\ customs oJ 
the white people, or even tlieir more civil- 
ized brethren.

They sat down on tlie scfa together, 
and the young lady said: 


"Oh. George, I am so glad it is you ! 
"When the bell rang I was almost sure 
it was that dreadful bore. Foots." 
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natives, whose valley gave a dozen 
most 
beautiful views. 


At 12:20, by the Mexican method of trav- 
eling, we stopped for our noon-day lunch, 
which with them 
occupies 
two or three 
hours. 


It was at the quaint little civilized pueblo 
of Tarahumari Indians named Naqueachic. 
they living in stone and log cabins instead 
of caves and cliff dwellings. 


I entered one of their houses and found 
much 
of savagery 
badly mixed 
up with 
their so-called civilization. 
On the top of 
a loom for weaving blankets was a quiver 
containing bows and arrows. 
There was 
nothing particularly well made about the 
latter, the ouiver being of coarse sheepskin 
in one house and of mountain lion in the 
other, the bows being of 
very 
modest, 
plain design, while the arrows were simply 
wooden ones with the usual feather tips, 
although they told me that they w^ere yet 
to receive an iron or steel barb on the end 
befoie being used. 
They use them in the 
winter time mostly on the game 
of the 
country, which is then easier to secure, 
besides being a season of more leisure to 
them. 
In tlTe depth of w^inter, with snow 
on the ground,^ the 
Tarahumari 
hunter, 
with nothing on but his rawhide sandals 
and a breech-clout, will start in pursuit of 
a deer and r.un it down after a chase of 
hours in length, the thin crust of the snow 
impeding the animal so tbat it finally suc- 
cumbs to its persistent enemy. 


He carries a rude blanket or serape under 
his arm, but disdains to use it while in pur- 
suit, and only when he has caùght his prey 
and sits down alongside does he throw it 
over his shoulders. 
The Tarahumari 
In- 
dian hunter is a man Of the Alpine heights, 
and although his land is in the far south he 
has almost the powers of resistance to the 
cold that we are more inclined to attribute 
to the Lapp, the Samoyede, the Icelander, 
or the Eskimo, than to any race ot people 
so near the Tropic of Cancer. 
In the sum- 
mer months they remain on thè very high- 
est tops of the mountains, 
some of 
their 
villages being nearly ten thousand feet 
above the level of the sea, while in the win- 
ter they do not all disdain to come olT their 
cold perches to descend into the 
valleys, 
although 
a number of them do, lured by 
the work they can obtain more than by any 
necessities of climate. 
They are not he.T,v- 
ily muscled people, but every muscle seems 
to be a bundle of sinew, and they do work 
and endure fatigue that would kill a white 
man in twenty-four Hours. 
Their 
houses 
were very much 
like the common adobe 
houses 
in 
the 
country 
as 
seen 
from 
a 
distance, 
but 
a 
nearer 
view 
shows 
them 
to 
be 
much 
different 
In many ways. 
Instead of the little Mexi- 
can chimney in the corner, nearly the whole 
side or end of the house is a chimney, somé- 
what like those of the Dutch in the early 
colonial history of New York; but on thè 
sides of the huge chimney, probably half- 
way up, was a h.eñch or sido mantel-piece, 
above which thè roof was open as if there 
were «orne object in getting out that way 
occ^iotially, however difficult and awk- 
ward it might be.^ They had rough, skin 
beds, aftd tn this particulan were ahead of 
many of the mountaineer class of Mexicans, 
añmpers cí whom, living in liuth houses 


tól; 


Foots silently gritted Lis teeth be- 
hind the sofa.

among our Catholic people depends in a 
great measure on the training of chil- 
dren in Catholic schools and the forma- 
tion of cadet societies and societies of 
young women. 


Besolved, That, seeking to preserve 
and rescue fallen human nature from 
sin, we rely chiefly on the grace of the 
sacraments and prayer, we are in sym- 
pathy with eveiy wise and lawful move- 
ment to suppress^drunkenness, and we 
therefore approve of every just exercise 
of civil authority which aims at 
the 
destruction of Satan's 
well 
devised 
structure, the saloon, with its nefaiious 
methods of creating di-unkards and per- 
petuating the vicious and profligate 
power of the drink trade in 
corrupting 
politics, defeating the ends of law, 
and 
disturbing the order of soqiety. 
• Besolved, That we condemn the practice 
of using liquor in so-called 
Catholic 
clubs, at picnics, excursions, and 
the 
like held or controlled by Catholics, as 
scandalous and conducive to intemper- 
ance and other deplorable disorders. 


I^IQUOB STAriSTIOS. 


The national bureau of statistics has 
completed a valuable report on the pro- 
duction and consumption of malt and 
spirituous liquors in the United States. 
The consumption for the fiscal year 
ending July 1,1888, was 75,845,352 gal- 
lons of distilled spirits, 36,335,068 gal- 
lons of wines, and 767,587,056 gallons of 
malt liquors, a total of 879,767,476 gal- 
lons, or 14.30 gallons per capita. 


The use of malt liquors has increased 
prodigiously. In 1840 the per capita of 
mplt liquor consumption was 1.36 gal-- 
Ions. In 1888 it was 12.48. 
In the 
same period the use of wines has slight-' 
ly increased, but the consumption of 
spirits has fallen off fully a half. 
The 
per capita of spirit consumption in 1840 
was 2.52 gallons; in 1888 but 1.23. 
Fifty years ago the national intoxicant 
was whisky. 
The nationaji stimulant 
is now beer. 
We manuiactore nearly 
all our own liqaor. 
Of the wsnj^ 


sumed only about one gallon in veventy- 
five is imported, of the wine only an 
eighth, and of the ale and beer but 2,- 
500,267 gallons of the 767,587,056. 


The people of the United Kingdom con- 
sume less spirits but more malt liquors 
than we do. 
While using twice as much 
beer per capita as is consumed in the 
United States Germany also uses only a 
trifle less of spirits. 
The great bever- 
age of France is wine. 
Against our 
12.8 per capita of malt, France, 
the 
home of the grape, uses 26.74 gallons of 
wine and a trifle more comparatively of 
spirits. 
The Danes and Swedes are the 
great whisky consumers of the world. 
The average consumption of spii'its in 
Denmark is 4.23 gallons per capita, be- 
tween three and four times that of the 
United States. 
In Sweden it is 2.47.

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The claim to supreme jurisdiction in 
Behring sea has been raised by the 
United States government for the sole 
purpose of protecting the seal fisheries. 
It is noteworthy that England has vir- 
tually acted ujk>n the same principle in 
controlling the pearl fisheries in the 
Gulf of Manar. Many of these fishing 
banks are forly miles from the coast of 
Ceylon and those nearest the island are 
not less than six miles. 
These shoals 
all lie outside the three-mile. limit of 
maritime jurisdiction. If the principle 
contended for by the Victoria poachers 
in Behring Sea were practically applied 
to the broad gulf, nearly 400 miles wide 
at the longest reach, through which 
rolls the full sweep of the 
Indian 
Ocean, 
vessels of every 
nationality 
would 
be 
at 
liberty 
to 
engage 
in these valuable fisheries. But during 
the last eighty years British oiRcials 
have exercised supreme control over 
these fishing banks. Only English boats 
have been allowed to cruise, trade, and 
fish in those shoals. Vessels flying other 
flags are not permitted to share the ben- 
efits of the fisheries. The British gov- 
ernment, moreover, derives a large an- 
nual revenue from these fisheries pre- 
cisely as the United States government 
receives a handsome rental for the priv- 
ileges of sealiug on the Islands of St. 
Paul and St. George. 
The gulf of 
Manar, in which these fisheries lie, is an 
acknowledged international high seas of 
miles in width at its widest expanse. If 
the three-mile jurisdiction line were 
rigidly drawn these valuable fisheries 
would 
not 
be 
controlled 
by 
British 
officials. 
The 
high 
seas 
aie 
dominated 
in 
this 
instance 
for the 
express 
purpose of 
pro- 
tecting the fisheries. On the coast of 
Australia there are similar shoals more 
than sixteen miles from land, which are 
pearl 
fisheries. 
These banks, while 
outside the recognized limits of mari- 
time jurisdiction, are under British con- 
trol. These are the same high seas of 
the Pacific which, according to the 
Canadian contention, sweep through 
Behring sea, and are free to tne vessels 
of all nations. 
Those seals are con- 
trolled as Australian waters. The pearl 
fisheries, moreover, 
are 
exclusively 
British interests, whereas England has 
as much at stake in a material sense as 
the United States in the protection of 
the fur seal fisheries from unlimited 
poaching which will destroy them alto- 
gether. The Alaska sealskini are dyed 
and dressed in London, where the in- 
dustry is a most profitable one, offering 
employment for a large number of work- 
men. 


The senate committee on relations 
with Canada, which, it was supposed 
would investigate the Behring Sea ques- 
tion, has not, it appears, inquired into 
the matter. At all evehts Eugene Hale, 
a member of that committee, is reported 
as saying that his committee did not 
take U13 the Behriug Sea question while 
on the Pacific coast. He said: 
"The 
committee felt that the question is im- 
mediately in the hands of the state de- 
partment and is likely to be the subject 
matter of negotiation with the foreign 
office of the British government. 
For 
this reason, 
though 
the subject is 
peculiarly 
within 
the scope of the 
committee, it was not deemed advisable 
to open the question in advance of any 
negotiation that might be set on foot by 
the executive 
department of either 
government. 
The committee did not 
find agitation or excited feeling on the 
subject either in our own territory or in 
British Columbia, and I may say for 
myself, not claiming to speak for the 
committee, that I came away from Vic- 
toria more than ever impressed with the 
view that no serious trouble is likely to 
arise between Great Britain and the 
United States on account of any local 
feeling on either side of the line on this 
question."

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The Standard Oil company has .220 
tanks completed, eight building and 
twenty five bottoms graded at Findlay, 
Ohio. These tanks hold from 25,900 to 
35,000 ban-els of oil. 
The average is 
30,000 barrels. 
Around each tank is a 
levee ninety rods in length, making a 
total of 2,277 rods around all the tanks. 
This would make a string of levee over 
seventy miles in length. The sheet iron 
in the tanks averages four and a half by 
ten feet square. 


The tanks average 6^ rings, with 30 
sheets to the Kng. The bottom averages 
300 sheets of this size, and the roof 325. 
Thus one twk has 820 sheets 10 feet 
long, or 8,200 feet. The 253 tanks would 
make 2,074,600 feet, or 395 miles, or the 
distance from Cincinnati to Cleveland, 
with several miles to spare. 
Altogether 
there would be 207,460 sheets, or 9,335, 
700 square feet. If laid down smoothly 
46,678 sets of dancers could dance at 
once, allowing 200 feet to the set.

a vivid illustration of the nature and 
sxtent of the devastation wrought in 
France by the common people during 
the revolution. 


The effects of undue exposure to heat 
vary widely, and are by no means always 
proportionate to the temperature to 
which the person has been exposed^ 
The so-called sunstroke, or heat-stroke, 
may occur either in the direct rays of 
the sun, or in hot rooms, such as laun- 
dry rooms or the holds of steamships. 
Attacks may occiu- in the night as well 
as duiing the day, and, in general, are to 
be feared at times when the atmosphere is 
loaded Avith moisture, so that free per- 
spiration is checked. Experience shows 
that the drinking of ice-water, Avhen the 
body is over-heated, is a prolific cause 
of these attacks. 


All degi-ees of severity are met with, 
from the lightest attack of headache and 
dizziness, to the sudden stroke which 
ends in death within a fev/ minutes. 
Some authorities would make three dis- 
tinct degrees of heat prostration, al- 
though the line is seldom distinctly 
di-awn in any given ease. 


The first variety includes those cases 
which show nothing more than a sudden 
faintness, muscular weakness and dizzi- 
ness, with, perhaps, nausea ijnd vomit- 
ing. 
The surface of the body is cool,*" 
the pulse rapid and feeble. In such 
cases, rest in a recumbent position in a 
cool place for a few hours will generally 
give relief. . 


In the second class of cases, the res- 
piration and heart's action are affected 
and the patient may die suddenly of 
syncope. 
Active measures must be 
entered upon at once. 
The patient 
should be removed to a cool spot, the 
clothing removed or loosened, and cold 
water applied to the head. 
Complete 
recovery from the effects may not take 
place for years. 


The third form is the most severe, 
and in the majorité' of cases proves 
fatal. The sufferer becomes unconscious, 
the skin is dry, the pulse slow and full, 
the face flushed and the breathing 
labored. 
Generally there is entire un- 
consciousaess, and sometimes convul- 
sions.

high, and the first attemjDt should be to 
bring it to the normal point. 
For this 
pui-jiose cold baths and the application 
of ice are indicated.

Licorice Root. 


Nearly 3,000,000 pounds of licorice 
root arrived at the port of New Y'oi-k 
during one week recently, from Smyrna. 
The largest share of licorice now comes 
from Asia Minor, one American having 
almost a monopoly of it, and having 
branches for manufacturing the extract 
in this country. 
Large quantities of 
licorice are imported into the United 
States at a heavy expense of import 
duties. 
About a year ago it was settled 
beyond doubt that the soil and climate 
of California are perfectly adapted to 
its jjroduction. 
Licorice is prepared 
like horse-radish, by means of root 
slips, which are removed from the main 
root. 
The soil must be well fertilized 
and thoroughly broken to the. depth of 
three feet to obtain the best results, 
The great depth is necessaiy to encour- 
age the roots to gi'ow downward to es- 
cape tho intense heat not onlv of one, 
but of several hot summers, as it takes 
three or four years to perfect the roots 
for market, during which time the plant 
must receive constant and careful atten- 
tion with the prong hoe.

I suppose the most of 
the people in the car thought that man 
was either insane or that he was a 
fanatic; but he disturbed no one when 
he knelt, and he disturbed no one when 
he arose. In after conversation with 
him I found out that he was a member 
of a church in ray own city, that he was 
a seafaring man, and that he was on his 
way to New Orleans to take command of 
a vessel. 
I thought then, as I think 
now, that ten such men—men with such 
courage for God as that man had—would 
bring the whole city to Christ; a thou- 
sand such men would bring this whole 
laud to God; ten thousand such men, in 
a short time, would bring the whole 
earth into the Kingdom of Jesus. 
That 
he was successful in worldly affairs, I 
found. out. 
That he was skillful in 
spiritual affairs, you are well persuaded. 
If men had t-he courage, the pluck, the 
alertness, the acumen, the industry, the 
common sense in matters,of the soul they 
have in earthly matters, this would be 
a very different kind of world to live in. 


In the first place we want more com- 
con sense in the building and conduct 
of churches. 
The idea of adaptiveness 
is always paramount in any other kind 
of structure. 
If bankers meet together 
and they resolve upon putting up a 
bank, the bank is especially adapted to 
banking purposes; If a manufacturing 
company put up a building, it is to be 
adapted to manufacturing purposes; but 
adaptiveness in not always the question 
in the rearing of churches. 
In many of 
our churches we want more light, more 
room, more ventilation, more comfort. 
Vast sums of money are expended on 
ecclesiastical structures, and men sit 
down in them, and you ask a man how 
he likes the church; he says: "I like it 
very well, but I can't hear-" As though 
a shawl factory were good for every- 
thing but making shawls. 
The voice of 
the preacher dashes against the pillars. 
Men sit down under the shadows of the 
Gothic arches and shiver, and feel they 
must be getting religion, or something 
else, they feel so uncomfortable. 


O mj' friends, we want more common 
sense, in the 
rearing 
of churches. 
There is no excuse for lack of light 
w^hen the Heavens are full of it. no ex- 
cuse for lack of fresh air when the 
world swims in it. It ought to bo an ex- 
pression not only for our spiritual haj)- 
piness, but of our physical comfort, 
when we saj*: "How amiable are Thy 
tabernacles, O Lord God of hosts! A 
day in Thy courts is better than a thou- 
sand." 


Again I remark: We want more com- 
mon sense in the obtaining of religious 
hope. 
All men understand that in order 
to succeed in worldly directions they 
must concentrate. 
They think on that 
one subject until their'^mind takes fire 
with the velocity of their own thoughts. 
All their acumen, all their strategy, all 
their wisdom, all their common sense, 
they put in that one direction and they 
succeed. 
But how seldom it is true in 
the matter of seeking after God, 
While 
no man expects to accomplish anything 
for this world without 
concentration 
and enthusiasm, how many there are ex- 
pecting after a while to get into the 
kingdom of G6d without the use of any 
such means. 
A miller in California, 
many years ago, held up a sparkle of 
gold until it bewitched nations. 
Tens 
of thousands of people left their homes. 
They took their blankets and their pick- 
axes and their pistolj and went to the 
wilds of California. 
Cities sprang up 
suddenly on the Pacific Coast. 
Mer- 
chants put aside their elegant apparel 
and put on the miner's garb. All the 
land was full of the talk about gold. 
Gold in the eyes, gold in the ears, gold 
in the wake of ships, gold in the streets 
—gold, gold, gold. 


Word comes to us that the mountain 
of God's love is full of bright treasure; 
that men have been digging there, and 
have brought up gold, and amethyst,and 
carbuncle, and jasper, and sardonyx,and 
chrysoprasus, and all the precious stones 
out of which the walls of Heaven were 
builded. 
Word comes of a man who, 
digging in that mine for one hour, has 
brought up treasures worth more than 
all the stars that keep vigil over our 
sick and dying world. 
Is it a bogus 
company that is formed? Is it unde- 
veloped territory? Oh no, the story is 
true. 
There are thousands of people in 
this audience who would be willing to 
rise and testify that thev have discov- 
ered that gold, and have it in their pos- 
session. 
Notwithstanding all this,what 
is the circumstance? 
One would sup- 
pose that the announcement would send 
people in great excitement up and down 
our streets, that at midnight men would 
knock at your door, asking how they 
may get those treasures. 
Instead of 
that manp of us put our hands behind 
our back and walk up and down in front 
of the mine of eternal riches, and say: 
"Well, if I am to be saved, I will be 
saved; and if I am to be damned I will 
be»damned, and there is nothing to do 
about it." Why, my brother, do you not 
do that way in "business matters? Why 
do you not to-morrow - go to your store 
and sit^own and fold your arms and 
say: "If these goods are to be sold 
they will be sold; and if they are not to 
be sold, they will not be sold; there is 
nothing for me,to do about it." No,you 
dispatch your agents, you print your ad- 
vertisements, you adorn your show win- 
dows. you push those goods, you use 
the instrumentality. 
Oh that men were 
as wise in the matters of the soul as 
they are wise in the matters of dollars 
and cents! This doctrine of God's sover- 
eignty, how it is misquoted and spoken 
of as though it were 
an iron chain 
which bound us hand and foot for time 
and for eternity, when, so far from that, 
in every fiber of your body, in every 
faculty of your mind, in every passion 
of your soul, vou are a free man and it 
is no .more a matter of free choice 
whether 
you 
will 
to-morrow 
go 
abroad or tstay at homp, than it is this 
moment a matter o«free choice whether 
you will accept Christ or reject him. In 
all the amy of banners there is not one 


wm&at 
into Heaven. Among all the tens 
thousands of the Lord^s soldiery there 
is not one man but will tell you: "I 
chose Christ; I wanted him; I desired to 
be in His service; I am not a conscript- 
l a m a volunteer." Oh that men had the 
same common sense in the matters of re- 
ligion that they have in the matters of 
the world—the same concentration, the 
same push, the same enthusiasm! 
In 
the one case a secular enthusiasm; in 
the other a concentrated enthusiasm. 


Again I remark; 
We want more com- 
mon sense in the building up and en- 
larging of our Christian 
character. 
There are men here who have for forty 
years been running the Christian race, 
and they have not run a quarter of a 
mile! 


No business man would be willing to 
have his investments unaccumulative. 
If you invest a dollar you expect that 
dollar to come home bringing another 
dollar on its back. 
What would you 
think of a man who should invest ten 
thousand dollars, in a monetary institu- 
tion, then go off for five years, make no 
inquiry in regard to the investment, 
then come back, step up to the cashier 
of the institution and say: "Have you 
kept those ten thousand dollars safely 
that I lodged with you?" but asking no 
question about interest or about divi- 
dend. 
Why, you say, "That is not com- 
mon sense." Neither is it, but that is 
the way we act in matters of the soul. 
We ihake a far more important invest- 
ment than ten thousand dollars. We in- 
vest our soul. Is it accumulative? Are 
we growing in grace? Are we getting 
better? Are we getting worse? God de- 
clares many dividends, but we do not 
collect them, we do not ask about them, 
we do not want them. 
Oh that in this 
matter of accumulation we were as wise 
in the matters of the soul as we are in 
the matters of the world! 


How little common sense in the read- 
ing of the Scriptures! We get any other 
book and we open it and we say: "Now. 
what does this book mean to teach me? 
It is a book on astronomy; it will teach 
me astronomy. It is a book on political 
economy; it will teach me political econ- 
omy." Taking up the Bible, do we ask 
ourselves what it means to teach? It 
means to do just one thing: get the world 
converted and get us all to Heaven. 
That is what it proposes to do. But in- 
stead of that, w e go into the Bible a& 
botanists to pick flowers, or we go as 
pugilists to get something to fight other 
Christians with, or we go as logicians 
trying to sharpen our mental faculties 
for a better argument, and we do not like 
this about the Bible, and we do not like 
that, and we do not like the other thing. 
What would you think of a man lost on 
the mountains? Night has come down; 
he cannot find his way home and he sees 
a light in a mountain cabin; he goes to 
it, he knocks at the door; the moun- 
taineer comes out and finds the traveler 
and says: "Well, here I have a lantern; 
you can take it and it will guide you on 
the way home;" and suppose that man 
should say: "I don't like that lantern, 
I don't like the handle of it. there are 
ten or fifteen things about it I don't like; 
if you can't give me a better lantern than 
that I won't have any." 


Now, God says this Bible is to be a 
lamp to our feet and a lantern to our 
path, to guide us through the midnight 
of this world to the gates of the celes- 
tial city. 
We take hold of it in sharp 
criticism, and deprecate this, and dep- 
recate that. 
Oh, how much wiser we 
would be if by its holy light we found 
our way to our everlasting home! 


Then we do not read the Bible as we 
read other books. 
We read it perhaps 
four or five minutes just before, we re- 
tire at night. 
We are weary and sleepy, 
so somnolent we hardly know which end 
of the book is up. 
AVe drop our eyes 
perhaps on the story of Samson and the 
foxes, or upon some genealogical table, 
important in its place, but stirring no 
more religious emotion than the an- 
nouncement that somebody begat some- 
body else and he begat somebody else, 
instead of opening the book and saying: 
"Now I must read for my immortal life. 
My eternal destiny is involved in this 
book." 


How little we use common sense in 
prayer! We say: "Oh, Lord, give me 
this." and "Oh, Lord, give me that,"and 
"Oh, Lord, give me somethingelse," and 
we do not expect to get it, or getting it, 
we do not know we have it. We have no 
anxiety about it. 
We do not watch and 
wait for its coming. 


As a merchant, you telegraph or you 
write to some other city for a bill of 
goods. 
You say: "Send me by such ex- 
press, or by such a steamer, or by such a 
rail train." The day arrives. 
Yoix send 
your wagon to the depot or to the wharf. 
The goods do not come. 
You imme- 
diately telegraph: "What is the matter 
with those goods? We haven't received 
them. 
Send them right away, W« want 
them now, or we don't want them at all." 
And you keep writing and you keep tele- 
graphing, and you keep sending your 
wagon to the depot, or to the express 
office, or to the wharf, until you get the 
goods. 


In matters of religion we are not so 
wise as that. 
We ask certain things to 
be sent from Heaven. 
We do not know 
whether they come or not. 
We have not 
any special anxiety as to whether they 
come or not. We may get them and may 
not get them. 
Instead of at 7 o'clock ih 
the morning saying: "Have I got that 
blessing?" at 12 o'clock noonday, ask- 
ing: "Have I got that blessing?" at 7 
o'clock in the evening saying: "Have I 
received that blessing?" and not getting 
it, pleading, pleading—begging, beg- 
ging—asking, asking until 
you get. 
Now, my brethren, is not that common 
sense? If we ask a thing from God,, 
who has sworn by his eternal throne 
that he will do that which we ask, is it 
not common sense that we should watch 
and wait until we get it? 


But I remark again: 
We want more 
common sense in doing good. 
How 
manylpeople there are who want to do 
good and yet are dead failures! Why is 
it? They do not exercise the same tact, 
the same ingenuity, the same stratagem^ 
the same common sense in the work of 
Christ that they do in worldly things. 
Otherwise they would succeed in 
this 
direction as well as they succeed in the 
other. 
There are many men who have 
an arrogant way with them, althouigh 
they may not feel arrogant. Or they 
have a patronizing way. 
They talk to a 
man of the world in a manner which 
seems to say: "Don't you wish you were 
as good as I am? Why, I have to look 
clear down before I can see you, you are 
so far beneath me." 
That manner al- 
ways disgusts, always drives men away 
from the kindom of Jesus Christ in- 
stead of bringing them in. 
When I wa» 
a lad 1 was one day in a village store>and 
there was a large group of young men 
there full of rollicking and fun, and a 
Christian man came in. and without any 
introduction of the subject, and while 
they were in great hilarity, said to one 
of them, "George, «what is the first 
step of wisdom?" George looked up 
and Raid: "Every man to mind his own 
business." Well, it was a very rough 
answer, but it was provoked. 
Keligion 
had been hurled in there as though it 
were a bombshell. 
We must be adroit 
in the presentation of religion to the 
world. 


Do you strppose that Mary in her con- 
versation with Christ lost her simplic- 
ity? or that Paul, 
thundering from 
Mars Hill, took the pulpit tone? Why' 
is it people cannot talk as naturally ini 
prayer meeting and onreligious^subjects 
as they do in worldly circles? For no 
one ever succeeds in any kind of Chris- 
tian work unless he works naturally. 
We want to imitate the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who plucked a poem from the 
grass of the ñeld. 
We all want to imi- 
tate him 
who talked 
with 
farmer» 
about the man who went forth to sow, 
and talked with the fishermen about the 
dravn net that brought in £/ib of all 
sorts» and tolksd with ftbs vin» ébmter 


the marriase supper, and talked with 
marriage supper, 
the man crampea in money matters 
about the two debtors, and talked with 
the woman about the yeast that leavened 
the whole lump, and talked with the 
shepherd about the lost sheep. 
Oh, we 
might gather even the stars of the sky 
and twist them like forget-me-nots in 
the garland of Jesus. 
We must bring 
everything to him—the wealth of lan- 
guage, the tenderness of sentiment, the 
delicacy of morning dew, the saffron of 
floating cloud, the tangled surf of the 
tossing sea, the buxstmg thunder guns 
of the storm's bombardment. 
Yes.every 
star must point down to him,every heilo- 
tropemust breathe his praise, every drop 
in the summer shower must flash his 
glory, all the tree branches of the forest 
must thrum their music in the grand 
march which shall celebrate a world re- 
deemed. 


Now, all this being so, what is the 
common sense thing for you and for me 
to do? What we do I think will depend 
upon three great facts. 
The first fact 
that sin has ruined us. It has blasted 
body, mind and soul. We want no Bible 
to prove that we are sinners. 
Any man 
who is not willing to acknowledge him- 
self an imperfect and a sinful being is 
simply a fool and not to be argued with. 
We all feel that sin has disorganized 
our entire nature. 
That is one fact. 
Another fact is that Christ came to re- 
•construct, to restore, to revise, to cor- 
rect, to redeem. 
That is a second fact. 
The third fact is that the only time we 
are sure Christ will pardon us is the 
present. 
Now, what is the common 
sense thing for u» to-do in view of these 
three facts? You will all agree with me 
to quit sin, take Christ and take Him 
now. 
Suppose some business man in 
whose skill you had perfect confidence 
should tell you that to-morrow (Monday) 
morning between 11 and 12 o'clock you 
could by a certain financial transaction 
make five thousand dollars, but that on 
Tuesday perhaps you might make it, but 
there would not be any positiveness 
about itr and on Wednesday there would 
not be so much, and Thursday less, Fri- 
day less, and so on less and less—when 
would you attend to the matter? Whj', 
your common sense would dictate: "Im- 
mediately I will attend to that matter 
between 11 and 12. o'clock to-morrow 
(Monday) morning, for then I can surely 
accomplish it, but on Tuesday I may 
not, and on Wednesday there' is less 
prospect. 
I will attend to it to-mor- 
row.' Now let us bring our common 
sense in this matter of religion. 
Here 
are the hopes of the Gospel. 
We may 
get them now. 
To-morrow we may get 
them and we may not. Next day we may 
and we may not. 
The prospect less and 
less and less and less. 


The only sure time now—now. 
I 
would not talk to- you this way if I did 
not know that Christ was able to save 
all the people, and save thousands as 
easily as save one. I would not go into 
a hospital and tear off the bandages 
from the wounds if I had no balm to ap- 
ply. I would not have the face to tell a 
man he is a sinner unless I had at the 
same time the auithoritj' of saying he 
may be saved. 
Suppose in Venice there 
is a Raphael, a faded picture, great in 
its time, bearing some marks of its 
greatness. 
History describes that pic- 
ture. It is nearly faded away. 
You 
say: "Oh, what a mty that so wonder- 
ful a picture by Kaphael should bo 
nearly defaced!" 
After awhile a man 
comes up,- very unskillful in art, and he 
proposes toretouch it. Y'ousay: "Stand 
oft"! I would rather have it just as it is; 
you will only make it worse." 
After a 
while there comes an artist who was the 
equal of Raphael. He says: "I will re- 
touch that picture and bring ont all its 
original power." You have full confi- 
dence in his ability. 
He touches it 
here'and there. 
Feature after feature 
comes forth, and when he is done with 
the picture it is complete in all its 
original 
power. 
Now 
.God 
im- 
pressed His image on our race, but 
that image has been defaced for hun- 
dreds and for thousands of j'ears, get- 
ting fainter and fainter. 
Here comes 
up a divine Raphael. 
He says: "I can 
restore that picture." He has all power 
in Heaven and on earth. 
He is the 
equal of the One who made the picture, 
the image of the One who drew the im- 
age of God in our soul. 
He touches 
this sin and it is gone, that transgres- 
sion and it disappears, and all the de- 
facement vanishes, 
and 
"^where sin 
abounded 
grace 
doth 
much 
more 
abound." Will you have the defacement 
or will you have the restoration? I am 
well persuaded that if I could by a 
touch of Heavenly pathos in two min- 
utes put before you what has been do,ne 
to save your soul, there would be an 
emotional 
tide 
overwhelming. 
"Mamma," said a little 
child to her 
mother when she was being put to bed 
at night, "mamma, what makes your 
hand so scarred and twisted and unlike 
other people's hands?" 
"Well," said 
the mother, "my child, when you were 
younger than you are now, years ago, 
one night after I had put you to bed I 
heard a cry, a shriek upstairs. 
I came 
up and found the bed was on fire, and 
you were on fire, and I took hold of you 
and I tore off the burning garments, and 
while I was tearing them off and trying 
to get you away I burned my hand, and 
it has been burned and scarred ever 
sinc% and hardly looks any more like a 
hand; but I got that, my child in trying 
to save you." O man! 6 woman! I wish 
to-dny I could show you the burned hand 
of Christ—burnedi in. plucking yJu out 
of the fire, burned in snatching you 
away from the flame. Aye, also the 
burned foot, and the burned brow, and 
the burned heart—burned for you. 
By 
his stripes ye are healed.

Doubtless they were much 
disposed to attribute their success to the 
new regime, and their exulting had not a 
little of self-jratulation in it. 
See. they 
seem to say. it was a king we needed all 
the time! Rejoice! 
But there was one 
grave man in that jubilating throng. 
It 
was the man who best understood both the 
mind of the Lord and the mind of the peo- 
ple. Ho sees Israel's weakness- even in 
this hour other strength, and he sees also 
where her real hope and happiness lie. 
And so he throws in the tempering word of 
to-day's lesson. 
It is a sober speech, but 
a needed one. 
How much needed sub-, 
sequent events 
in 
Israel's 
monarchical 
annals fully disclose. 
And it conveys a 
lesson to us ail. It is Spurgeon, is- it not. 
who says: 
"Mark this. 
Christian—God 
will never give thee strength to glorify thy- 
self with. 
God will give thee a crown, but 
not to put it on thine own head. 
As sure 
as ever a Christian begins to write his 
own feats and his triumphs upon his own 
escutcheon, and take to hi iiselEthe glory, 
God will lay him level with the dust. 


WHAT T H E LESSON SAYS. 


And 
Samuel 
said. 
The people are as- 
sembled at Gilgal where the formal corona- 
tion of Saul has just taken place. 
A better 
paragraphing, accordingly, wouidmake this 
chapter and lesson begin with the four- 
teenth or fifteenth verse of the preceding 
chapter. 
All Israel. 
It was a public 


proclamation, a word intonaed for all the 
people, and doubtless conveyed to them all 
in some way. 
Harkened unto your voice. 


The self-abe'gnation of these words- is ap- 
parent. 
While crowning Saul he was. in a 
sense, deposing himself from official lead- 
ership 
Made a king. 
Saul stands before 


them at last the stalwart embodiment of 
their kingly conceptions. 


WHAT THE LESSON 
TEACHES, 


A king over you. 
Saul is king. 
But he 
has not leaped at once to his throne. There 
were, in fact, five calls to tho kinsrship be- 
fore at last its responsibilities and honors 
were his> 1. There was Samuel's quiet 
work at the gate of Ramah (9: '¿0); the cail 
of Providence. 
2. There was Samuel's 
anointing oil {10:1); that was the call of 
God's messenger. 
3. There was the spirit 
of prophecy which suddenly came upon 
Sanl as^ he journeyed homeward 
(10: 6): 
that was the call of an inward monitor and 
a personal gift, as our fathers were wont to 
call it. 
4. There was the public presenta- 
tion at Mizpah (10: 2á) that was the formal j 
summons of the church. 
But Saul was-not; 
yet king in the acceptance of the people till,! 
at Jabeash Gilead, he proved his prowe?s-in 
battle. And so (5) there came finally the en- 
thusiastic 
coronation at Gilgal (11: 15). 
which was the effectual and irresistible call, 
of power. 
God grant ail his servants such 
ordination. 


Behold here I aw.. Prophet and people 
looking into each other's eyes. 
Samuel 
loved Israel; there is no doubt of that. 
It 
is proven alike in his remonstrances and in 
his concessions. 
It speaks all the way 
through his remarkable farewell address to 
the people. How vividly Israel, in the trou- 
blous days that came after, would recall 
that pious countenance, teariul it may be, 
full of affectionate solicitude for the people 
of God! Could they ever meet in public 
assembly without thinking of it? Yes, they 
might say, we understand now his crief— 
he loved us. 
The Emoeror William I. of 
Germany always had placed at ihe side of 
his plate a little bunch of violets. 
They 
asked him once why he cared so for the little 
flower, and he told how, when but a lad 
fleeing with his mother in the perilous days 
of 1800 from Berlin, they paused a little 
while in a wood, where, with the other chil- 
dren, he sathered some lovely blue violets 
and laid them in his dear mother's lap. 
Sadly smiling, the good Queen Louise knit 
••he flowers into a chaplet, and, as she 
shaped the dainty crown, her feelings over- 
came her and she wept. 
Taking the violet 
crown she laid it on her son's head, i^aying 
to him tend«i:fly and graveiy, that, one day 
soon, God would make him king of Prussia, 
and "for his sake and for her sake" she im- 
plored him to be "great and good and wise." 
The emperor's own word» are too touching 
to omit: 
"When she turned away and our 
coach was announced as ready for us, I 
stole a littli aside and took oft the crown of 
flowers. 
I looked at it reverently. 
I could 
see shrined in the hea.rt of some of the vio- 
lets. a sparkling drop. I knem it icas m>j 
mother's tear. 
Oh! gentlemen. I was only a 
little lad of ten, and eighty long years have

Samuel-standing there, in his conscious 
integrity and in his God-given power, is a 
greater man than tho stalwart baul. 
And

insignia of office. General Grant came to 
Washington fresh from his great victories 
in the West. 
From some cause or other, 
they tell us, his baggage was delayed, and 
so he chanced to enter the city in the 
travel-worn, powder-marked garments ol 
the battlefield. But no one looked at them, 
few, perhaps, thought of them, Chief Mag- 
istrate and legislators hastened to do him 
honor.

The oil with which 
they are filled, as soon as completed, 
costs 15 cents per barrel. Tbe cost to 
till one lank is $4,500, and to fill 253 
tanks is 41,138,60(1. Tho ground 
which the tanks tire located coat £250,- 
000. It takes over three hundred men 
to take cam of tbe tanks, nearly fifty of 
whom are telegraph operators. These 
tanks are all located in a body, and 
the largest family of oil tanks in tlie 
world.
